THE FIRST LIGHTHOUSES. 


They Were nn Outgrowth of the Beacon 


Fire* on Headland*. 


Lieutenant. John M. Ellicott, XJ. " . 


N., -writes for St Nicholas a paper on 
lighthotises, entitled, "The Lights That 
Guide In the Dfight" Lieutenant Blli- 
cott:says: 


When ships are sailing upon the ocean 


the lights of heaven are their guides. 
Even-in the dart ages, when the' coni- 
pass aud sextant were unknown instrn- 
meiits, the seemingly motionless pole 
star -hung like a beacon light in the 
northern heavens, .and the rising and 
setting -of the sun and stars distiu* 
guished the east from the west. When, 
ho-wever, ships come near the land, the 
lights • of heaven .are not 
sufficiently 


safe to-guide -them. Books lie in their 
:paths, unseen in the night, reefs and 
shoals spread under the water, while 
unsuspected, currents sweep the fraH 
craft all blindly upon these dangers. 


Nevertheless, ships were sailed along 


dangerous coasts for centuries before a 
plain system 
of marking dangerous 


places was invented. The early mar- 
iners were bold and reckless rovers, 
more than half pirates, who seldom 
owned a rood of the coasts along which 
they sailed, and could not have estab- 
lished lights and landmarks on them 
had they cared to do so. The rude be- 
ginning, then, of asystem of lighthouses 
•was when the merchants with whom 
the reckless mariners tyaded in those 
dark ages built beacons near the harbor 
months to guide tho ships into port by 
day and lighted fires for their guidance 
at night. As-such a harbor guide .had to 
be a sure landmark in the daytime ascl 
a light by night, it soon took on a set- 
tled shape—a tower on which could be 
built a fire, and such a tower was usual- 
ly built of stone. 


This method of guiding ships into 


the ports which they sought was scarce- 
ly established before human wickedness 
nsed it as a means for their de.«tr.nc.t-!,on- 
Bands of roBbers, or, as they came to 
be called-j "wreckers," would hide 
themselves somewhere near the haven 
sought by u richly laden vessel, and, 
after overpowering the fire keepers, 
would extinguish the beacon fire on the 
night on.which the ship was expected. 
Then they would light iinother fire near 
some treaclierous reef. The mariner, 
sailing boldly toward the false light,'. 
would dash his vessel to destruction ou 
ihe reef, whereupon rise robber baud 
would plnndfir the wreck and nuike oO!

.nd then becomes it .wild gorge with 
overhanging rocks and high, precipitous 
icadlands, for the most part .wooded 
—-here reposing in long, dark reaches,

Forakerites who have claimed that 
they were to have whatever they 
wanted at the hands or the adminis- 
tration in Ohio, notwithstanding the 
attitude of Mark, have just causa to 
be surprised and astonished over the 
appointment of Nelson 
Stevenson 


postmaster at West Minster, Allen 
county, Saturday. 
The first an- 


nouncement of his appointment was 
made in the Eivfldrer to-day, and the 
Foraker people were thrown into 
convulsions. Stevenson is a Sherman 
man, and the Allen county commit- 
tee, being compoaed of Foraker peo- 
ple, indorsed and urged the appoint- 
ment of Thomas Latbrop, a Foraker 
man, as also did Senator Foraker. 
The entire Foraker organization was 
for Lathrop as against Stevenson, 
and they fought his appointment, 
while Stevenson had the backing of 
ex-postmaster George Hall, Colonel 
B. M. Moultoa and one or two other 
Sherman men in Lima, who have 
claimed all along to have the distri- 
bution of the patronage on hand, and 
Stevenson's appointment seems to 
bear 
out 
their 
claim. 
The 


bitter but Ineffectual fight the Fora- 
ker people waged against Stevenson 
shows what little effect their opposi- 
tion will have with the administra- 
tion. George Hall is after the Lima 
postofflce and already has Banna's in- 
dorsement, which no doubt settles 
the matter. Hall's O. K. is now good 


for all the Allen county appoint- 
ments, and the Foraker forces need 
waste co more midnight oil in map- 
ping out the distribution of pie." 


The announcement yesterday that 


Kelson Stevenson had been appoint- 
ed postmaster 
at West Minster 


caused the Sherman, Hanua and Mc- 
Kinley faction in this city to feel ex- 
tremely jubilant, and they were more 
open in their denunciation of the 
Foraker faction than at any time 
heretofore. Oae of the leading Sher- 
man men said yesterday that the 
iirst battle had been ended; that the 
Foraker element was vanquished, 
and that this appointment only indi- 
cated what the remaining appoint- 
ments would be and which faction 
would have control of the distribu- 
tion of the patronage. This gentle- 
man said that the fight had especial- 
ly been made on this appointment to 
determine which element held the 
high card. He said the Foraker ele- 
ment bad zealously sought tobave 
W. U. Latbrop appointed to the 
West Minster office: that Latbrop 
had the indorsement of all of the Re- 
publican executive committee and a 
part of |he central committee, to- 
gether with that of Messrs. Half bill, 
Parmenter and Longsworth. In ad- 
dition to this, there were also the in- 
dorsements of Ohas. Kurtz and Asa 
Bushnell. Longsworth, be said, had 
gone to Washington to advocate his 
candidate's cause, and after being 
tbere three days be returned and as- 
sured the boys that everything would 
be delivered as recommended. At the 
same time that Latbrop's application 
with its endorsements was sent in, 
the same names indorsed a Foraker 
man far every postofflce appointment 
and pension examining surgeons in 
the county. He also said that the 
county convention had been held off 
by the Foraker people for reasons 
which they thought weald benefit 
their cause. 


In the meantime the Sherman peo- 


ple bad sect in the indorsement of 
Stevenson, signed by Hall, Lewis, 
Henderson, the ten Sherman mea in 
the Republican central committee 
and some of the patrons of the West 
Minster 
postofflce.

people declare that the appointment

This can be done fairly well 
by pitting, bat cold storage, where the 
temperature is held at about 85 degrees 
P., is the ideal method. . As between 
budding and sprouting the seed in the 
light and in cold storage, there is but lit- 
tle choice. Budding is accomplished by 
spreading the potatoes one layer deep 
on the barn floor wherever they will get 
light, but are not exposed to direct sun- 
light. This is done several weeks before 
tiaae of planting. Potatoes treated in 
this manner come up in about one week 
and grow with astonishing rapidity. 
Cold storage potatoes ai-e a few days 
later in coming up, but mature at the 
same time. Contrary to expectations, 
the best results have been secured in 
using medium and late varieties for late

The English Municipal Service. 


Compared with other professions in 


England, the municipal service is on th< 
whole fairly well paid. Salaries of towi 
clerks range from £300 in towns of 
population of 30,000 to £1,750 paid bj 
Manchester, whioij' has a population o: 
500,000, while municipal engineers arc 
paid all the way up from £200 in towns 
of 20,000 to.£1,000 a year paid by each 
of the municipalities of Manchester 
JWverpool and .Newcastle. 


For these salaries the councils usual}; 


demand all the time of their'servants. 
A lawyer or an engineer may do better 
as a private practitioner.; but in the 
municipal service he is sure of his pcsi 
tion and his pay, and it will be his OW 
fault if he has not so organized his office 
and trained assistants that be can hold 
onto his position well on into anolc 
aga Advancing years may tell againsi 
aman for appointment, to a municipa 
office, but old age is seldom made the 
excuse for getting rid of a town clerk 01 
a municipal engineer. Most of them die 
in harness, drawing full pay. 


The subordinate clerkships under tha 


municipalities are not much better paid 
liaa clerkships in la^ and Kiereaatile 
offices. The leason why these positions 
are prized is that in such a position a 
man regards himself as placed for life 
and. is consequently in the enjoyment of 
that feeling of 'settlement- and that ab- 
sence of .worry'sis-'to the future which 
are so dear to middle class Englishmen 
Excellent men of their class hold these 
positions.". Their abilities and their re 
spectability would briug them the same 
salaries elsewhere, minus only the fisity 
of tenure which attaches to all grades 
of the municipal service. These subor- 
dinates, like their superiors in the paid 
municipal service, vote at all elections 
like other citizens. They never attempt 
to conceal how they vote, but the recur- 
ring elections give rise to no pleasurable 
expectations or disturbing apprehensions 
of any kind on their part. They are nev- 
er active in the municipal campaigns 
and would as soon expect to encounter 
a highwayman iu the town as a collect- 
or seeking contributions to a campaign 
fund.—Harper's Weekly.

It has been found advantageous to 


immerse seed potatoes not more than 
one hour iu the corrosive sublimate so- 
lution in the treatment to prevent potato 
scab. Seed potatoes, grown from treated 
seed and planted on land free from scab, 
may produce tubers almost free from 
scab. The treatment for potato scab 
dues littU- or no good if the potatoes aro 
planted 011 land infested with scab. It 
is a good plan to treat seed potatoes 
some time before planting, aud to dry 
before storing. Spraying to prevent po- 
tato blight has given variable results, 
possibly because the same forms of 
blight have, not been present at all times. 


Potatoes appearing to be sound, bat 


showing a dark riug when cut across 
the stem end, are diseased aud will carry 
the blight to tbe fit-Id. The Colorado 
potato beetle, blister and flea beetles 
may carry tlie disease from one hill to 
another. It is essential to reject; diseased 
tubers, to keep the bugs iu check and to 
plant on ground whero potatoes have 
uot been grown for a year or two.,. In 
spraying, six ounces of pans green 
should be used to a barrel of bordeaux 
mixture. 


Thorough cultivation is important, so 


as to prevent tho waste of moisture and 
to keep up a vigorous growth, as a 
meaus of rendering the plants somewhat 
resistant to blight. 


The most promising of the new early 


varieties are Burr's No. 1, Bovee, Early 
Michigan, Early Thoroughbred aud Van 
Onnan's 'So. 99. Tho most promising 
of the new late varieties are Caruiau 
No. 3, Country Gentleman, Enormons, 
Flagle, Livingston, Table King, Uncle 
Sam aurl Wise. White Early Ohio, Pride 
of tho South and White Bliss' Triumph 
are valuable for certain sections aud for 
special purposes, but uot for general 
cultivation. Aiacric;;u .Wcsclsr, CJr.rman 
Nos. 1 and S, Early Norther, Early 
Harvest. Rural Now Yorker No. 2, Sir 
William awl Wise have been tested suf- 
ficiently to warrant recommend lag there 
for general cultivation.

In the maze of tonnons streets aboni 


the market one sees something of the 
life of the people. 
There the while- 


washed houses are outlined against tht 
brilliant sky in rambling perspective. 
and the graceful tower of some parisl: 
church, its brown walls moss grown, it: 
bright tiles shilling, rise sharp and cleai 
into the blue above. Dark maidens with 
glossy fcair and warm color in theij 
cheeks gaze icily from the miradorei 
above upon the countless people iu tht 
streets below. 


The cobbler hammers and stitches in 


his smoky little shop without -window 
or door, glasses click in the bodega, 
sleek cows with mournful eyes auri 
tinkling bells stand sileutly chotviu? 
tbeir cuds in the milkman's stalls, and 
the dainty feet of shaggy donkeys panel 
011 the cobble etoiicw as the patient lit- 
tle bcasis, beneath their panniers oi 
straw or charcoal, thread their way 
through the crowd. You wander along, 
picking your way through the good ma- 
tured assemblage, until yon reach some 
little plai?a with its church, where beg- 
gars sun themselves upon the flagstones, 
and the puestos, or booths of the street 
peddlers, with graceful, colored awn- 
ings, are scattered picturesquely about 
the pavement. There the dazzling sun- 
light casts fantastic shadows on tho yel- 
low and blue walls of the bouses, mul- 
tico!or?d pots or festoons of cotton 
prints bang in tho dingy shops, gallaY- 
clos—dandies of the street—gossip in 
groups or ogle the passing maidens, 
dogs snooze in suuny spots aud crowds 
o£ idlers cluster about, some ban-el or- 
gan or hliud guitarist. There is a bootl: 
near by where a breeze skinned gypsy 
is cooking molletes caleutitos, a sort of 
greasy flocr cake fried in oil, and a wiue 
pnesto with its earthen jars.and linge 
bottles of red aud yellow wine, and 
there vagos loiter to eat and drink. 


One can linger for hours in the streets 


of Seville., watching the people and 
talking with them, too, for tho Anda- 
lusiau of the lower classes is the best oi 
fellows. There is a democratic freedom 
in his manner, at, once respectful and 
cordial, which is unlike tho obsequious- 
ness or boorishness of the common peo- 
ple of other countries. He is slow aud 
even lazy, but he commands respect, aud 
nowhere can one meet such civility and 
heartiness as is shown by the Aiidaln- 
sian. peasant But you must unbend ami 
meet him half v"*y. He does not like 
Saxon st-iffaess, and a cordial word oi 
tho offer of a. cigarette -will accomplisl: 
more t'uan a handful of silver. 


When yon go into a bodega of the 


people where aguardiente is sold 
cent a glass, the habitues all greet you 
with a word of welcome, and the bur 
keeper serves bis liquor with a courtli- 
ness which is Chesterfieldian. They art 
rough placet-, those common tavcr 
There is one in particular, across the 
river iu Triana, where, the toughs of Se»- 
villc—the matones, they arc called— 
gather to drink and quarrel. 
Th«y say 


that every Sevillian who is spoiling for 
a fight goes there, arid many are the 
cutting affrays in which uavajos are 
drawn. With mantas wrapped about the 
left arm, the duellists crouch and slow- 
ly follow each other around, watching 
tho opportunity for the fatal spring, 
just as they do in Carmen. This tabcrna 
of the bullies is a low, diiijjy place, 
spanned by high beams blackened by 
ages of cigarettes and dirt. It is open to 
the street on two sides, and supporting 
the corner beams is an old Roman col- 
umn which looks as though it may havu 
been standing since the time of Trajan. 
The floor is of dirt, aud in one corner are 
a low table and three or four cam> seat- 
ed chairs. There arc dirty bottles on the 
shelves and coarse prints of bullfighters 
on the walls. Behind the bar is the 
keeper of the resort, u lev.' Inowed ruf- 
fian, with little weasel eyes, set closo 
together ;md a knife slash across his un- 
shaven cheek. Ho looks a prince of cut- 
throats, but even he has u kindly greet- 
ing aud a civil word, as have his cus- 
tomers who lean upon the bar. Bnt tho 
honest workman out for u holiday with 
bis best pirl or the bourgeois aud his 
friends picnicking iu the. environs un- 
der the shade of olivo trees, are really 
nioro ijiti'icsting. These trun Alirtalu- 
sians will »]\viiys wi'lriano a .stranger, 
they \vil! r.hvays slum1 their «uir wine, 
and sweet cakc-.s and tlio brip i eyed 
girls of tht) party will dance tho grace- 
ful Sevillana. to the time of castanets, 
and if you speak Spanish yon may chat- 
wit h them all and fenl when you leave 
that you have, mrt real frio'iids. There 
are no peoplo so friendly and witty and 
gracious us tho Andalusians.—Cosmo- 
politan.
